On the 7th we declded ‘to explore 
the south-west coaat line of Starling 
Inlet near Sha-tau-kok; on the way 
two. species of orchid in flower were 
observed from the car.. The first 
‘was the Bamboo orchid, Arundina 
chinensis, so called ‘because the 
vegetative parts are reminiscent of 
the habit of a bamboo. This orchid 
is strictly protected by law as is the 
My (NLN, 110) and wo were in- 

formed that someone was observed 
digging up bulba on Victorian Peak 
this month. The flowers are pale 
Tose save for the Ilp which fa heavily 
marked with rosy purple. This js 
undoubtedly one of our most beau- 
tiful orchids, and fortunately ft Is 
abundant.in the Territories; Jt is at’ 
Ita best in August but flowers may 
be found from July to Christmas. 


On a bank above the road  ap- 
proaching Tal Po we noticed a 
splash of white so stopped the car 
‘to Investigate. It was n Susan or- 
chid (N.N, 110) at its best. We 
‘stopped to take a photograph-as It 
was ideally situated. Whilst clear- 

‘ing away some grass and fern that 
obstructed the view ao small’ ground 
orchid was discovered of a speeles 
quite unknown to us,—speclmens 
were collected... 


Arriving at.the Sha-tau-kok po~ 
lice station wo loft the car and 
wnlked along the shore path. running 
duo south, Perhaps owing to the 
presence of the Pat Sin- range in 
the path of the prevailing wind, rain 
fell for a greater part of our walk 
and within a few minutes we were 
Nterally soaked to the skin. Once 
soaked it doca not matter much 
whether the rain continues or tho 
sun shines. This is one of our 
favourite districts for walks In tho 
winter, hero coral {3 burnt ‘in .kilns 
being converted into Nme, here live 
the Little Kingfisher and the Chin- 
ese Pied Kingfisher and here may 
be seen Japanese Buzzards and per- 
chance an Osprey. . No coral was 
being burnt but we noticed every 
large piles awaiting calcination and 
it seems, therefore, that during the 
wet summer months coral Is accu- 
mulated In preparation for burning 
in the dry autumn and winter 
months. The birds seen included 
many Chinese Pond Herons, a few 
Little Egrets, a pair of Little King- 
fishers two Crow Pheasants (one 
immature) and a number of other 
common species. 


Two species of flowering shrubs 
were in full blossom one was Cer- 
bera odollam with large pure white 
aweet smelling flowers and the other 
Hibiscus tiltaceus with large yellow 
flowera with o reddish eye. Roth 
these trecs are constline trees and 
are common to the tropics of Asia. 
We remember seeing the latter 
plant growing luxuriantly on Kraka- 
tau in 1929,—n piece of pumice from 
that famous: {sland is still fn use 
in our bathroom.

Many motorists imagine 
the dynamo

Master’s Son Believed 
* Shot In Fight. 


_ POLICE SEARCH 


Chan Jiu, 4l-year-old master 
and owner of an unlicensed junk, 
made a report to the Police yester- 
day morning thal his junk had 
been pirated and that he believed 
his:son had been shot dead. 

‘He stated that at 1 a.m. yes- 
terday his junk was lying in the 
Canton River, north of Chak Wan, 
which is in Chinese territory, and 
near the entrance to'Ship Bay, on 
her voyage from Bocca Tigris -to 
Hong Kong, when u small fishing 
boat, coming from Tung Chung enino 
alonusidg and cight men jumped 
aboard his junk.
